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The United States Revenue Stamps 
of the Civil War Period 


AEN Congress in the 
Revenue Act of July 1, 
1862, provided for the 
levy of a documentary 
stamp “duty” on various 
instruments in writing, it brought in- 
to being the office of Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue which has contin- 
ued to exist since that date. In addi- 
tion to the stamp tax on documents, 
and on proprietaries, the Commission- 
er was empowered to effect collection 
of taxes on income, legacies and dis- 
tributive shares, the processing of ag- 
ricultural commodities, on the manu- 
facture of various articles—necessities 
as well as luxuries, on the gross re- 
ceipts from sales, advertisements, and 
auctions, to issue licenses on business- 
es and professions of every kind for 
which a fee was charged, and to effect 
collection of various other taxes. 
As in the case of other periods of 
emergency the government was forced 
to obtain funds to finance the war 
against the Southern States, using its 
taxing power, whether constitutional 
or otherwise, so that sufficient income 
would be forthcoming. This problem 
had become acute prior to 1862, in 
1861 Congress levying a tax on real 
and personal property so that Twenty 
Million Dollars would be procured. 
This tax of one and_ three-quarters 
mills was to have been included in the 
tax duplicate of the several counties of 
each state for that year, and collected 
in 1862, but as it then became evident 
that the war was not to be a “Ninety 
Day affair” to obtain sufficient reve- 
nue the Act of 1862 was passed. 
The people of the North, and of 
the South as the Southern States were 
occupied by the Union armies, had 
never been faced with a tax program 
of so great a magnitude, the minor 
stamp taxes of the early colonial days 
down to 1823 being only a feeble ges- 
ture, and the Federal tax on whiskey 
after the “Whiskey Rebellion” being 
short-lived because of the antagonism 
of the States to the assumption of tax- 
ing powers within them by the Fed-

eral Government. It was therefore 
evident that many mistakes of com- 
mission and omission in tax applica- 
tion were made by either the taxpayer 
or by the assessors and collectors of 
the large number of districts estab- 
lished in proportion to a States repre- 
sentation in Congress. 

It was provided in the Act of 1862, 
that “stamps denoting the duty 
charged on any particular instrument, 
and bearing the name of that instru- 
ment on the face thereof” were to be 
used in order to make that instru- 
ment valid. These instrument-named 
stamps were provided for those made 
subject to the tax under the Act of 
1862, and in denominations the same 
as those set up in the tax rate sched- 
ules. All of them were printed for 
the Government by Butler and Car- 
penter, Philadelphia, Pa. Circular 
Number Twenty signed by Commis- 
sioner Joseph J. Lewis under date 
of August 1, 1864, specifically sup- 
ports this statement as well as subse- 
quent circular letters. The Historical 
Reference List of The Boston Phil- 
atelic Society also bears this out. 

From the outset particular atten- 
tion was given by the assessors and 
collectors of the various districts into 
carrying out the provision as to the 
proper stamp application, county aud- 
itors, recorders, and treasurers being 
duly instructed, but, because of mis- 
understanding and the lack of the 
proper stamps many instruments were 
not taxed, or were under or over 
taxed. As a result we find Congress 
on December 25, 1862, providing 
“that every instrument is valid pro- 
vided a legal stamp or stamps, denot- 
ing a duty of the amount required, 
shall have been duly affixed and used 
thereon.” The above quotation is 
further brought out in the content of 


a circular letter issued January 12,: 


1863, signed by Geo. S. Boutwell the 
first commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue who upon issuing instructions as 
to the proper purchase of stamps, 


on its face its kind as well as its de- 
nomination, it is desirable that every 
order should refer to kinds as well as 
denomination.” He further states, 
“Proprietary stamps, however, cannot 
be used upon any instrument speci- 
fied in Schedule B.” (The schedule 
giving the respective rates as applied 
to documents. ) 


The change from the use of the 
proper named stamps to a general use 
of all the stamps so that an instru- 
ment would be valid is attributable by 
the writer to the following condi 
tions: 

1. Inadequate or lack of all the 
stamps as to kind and denomination 
on the effective date of the law, Oc- 
tober 1, 1862. 

After the contract for printing the 
stamps had been awarded to Butler 
and Carpenter, it was necessary for 
them after preparing sketches of all 
the various stamps to have them ap- 
proved by the Commissioner, as well 
as the colors for each denomination. 
The use of the seals of the several 
States of the Union had been given 
consideration, but that plan was dis- 
regarded. After approval had been 
given to the designs, for the first-issue 





stamps as they are, it was then neces- 
sary to rush the preparation of the 
dies and the procurement of the inks 
and paper, but in spite of the fact that 
double duty was performed by all in 
ithe printer’s employ, only a few of 
the stamps were available on the ef- 
| fective date, for distribution to meet 
the heavy demand from all parts of 
\the Union. As stamps were requi- 
‘sitioned for all of the documents the 
orders could be only filled partially, 
resulting in many instruments being 
unstamped, over-taxed, or  under- 
taxed.

Contrary to the usual impression 


that the imperforated stamps were 
the result of a systematic plan of is- 
suance, it is well to bring out the 
fact that the perforating machine 


stated: “As each stamp expresses up-,equipment of the printer was quite

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inadequate. It is disclosed that dur- 
ing the earlier period the printing 
room was far ahead of the perfor- 
ating department which resulted in a 
heavy back-log. To meet the demand 
it was then found necessary to release 
the stamps without perforations, and 
in some cases they were taken from 
the perforating room after being only 
partly perforated. 


Application of the stamps. 


An attempt was made at the outset 
by the Commissioner to supply all the 
Collection Districts with every kind 
and denomination, and here it seems 
that the problem of local or geo- 
graphical demand had not been given 
consideration, as it is obvious that in 
certain parts of the country within the 
coast line no demand would be occa- 
sioned for stamps such as the mani- 
fest, bill of lading, or the passage 
ticket. On the other hand in dis- 
tricts which were primarily agricul- 
tural, the bond, twenty-five cent cer- 
tificates and others were unusuable. So 
that surplus stocks which were unus- 
able in certain districts would be ab- 
sorbed, the change as to application is 
attributable. 


3. Purchasing of the stamps, the 
financial aspect. 


As postmasters, stationers, county 
officers, and others, as well as the Col- 
lectors of Internal Revenue had the 
right to purchase and sell the stamps 
with a commission allowance as given 
below, many found it impossible to 
invest a large sum of money in a stock 
of each kind and denomination for the 
demand of the community in which 
they were located. If a sheet of $1.00 
Conveyance stamps were on hand, and 
a deed requiring $10.00 in stamps was

Porato TAx STAMPS 


The Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
under date of March 9, stated that 
due to numerous requests of stamp 
collectors, they are resuming the sale 
of the Potato Tax-paid Stamps at 
their face value, solely for philatelic 
purposes, until July 1, 1936, unless 
the present supply is exhausted prior 
to that date. 

The Bureau further states that it 
‘cannot assume the responsibility for 
selling so-called ‘well centered’ types 
of stamps, nor will it exchange stamps 
heretofore or hereafter purchased for 
better centered stamps.” 

All requests for such items should 
be directed to the Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue, Room 1002, Internal 
Revenue Building, Washington, D. 
C., and should be accompanied by 
cash, certified check or post office 
money order in an amount equal to 
the face value of the stamps desired, 
plus postage and registration. In the 
event the purchaser does not include 
the necessary registration fee, the 
stamps will be sent by ordinary mail 
at the purchaser’s risk. 

No order for stamps will be filled 
in excess of one sheet (50 stamps) of 
each denomination to any one person. 
There are 13 stamps in the tax-paid 
series, running in value from 34 of a 
cent to $1.50, with a total of $5.18 
for the complete set. They were 
& | printed in sheets of fifty stamps, and 
it is understood that the straight edges 
go all the way around the sheet, 
which would mean 26 straight-edged | 
stamps instead of the usual 14 on flat- 
plate postage stamps. Indications are | 
that collectors will not be forced to} 
buy straight edges, unless they desire 
the full sheets. A fine article on the 
“Stamps of The Potato Act of 1935” 
appeared on page 387 of Linn’s 
Weekly issue of March 7, which we 
would refer to our readers for some 
interesting facts about this series.

First Day — 


Texas Stamp 


Postmaster General James A. Far- 
ley announced March 4, that first-day 
sales of the new Texas Centennial 
postage stamp, which was placed on 
sale for the first time at the Gonzales, 
Texas, ofice on Monday, to- 
talled 1,200,000 stamps, which repre- 
sents a cash sale of $36,000 for that 
office on that day. 

The Postmaster General also an- 
nounced that there were 319,150 first- 
day covers cancelled at the Gonzales 
post office on Monday. This new 
three-cent commemorative stamp was 
placed on general sale throughout the 
country on Tuesday, the following 
day.

Early Postage Rates 
_——— @-- 


Beginning June 1, 1792, the cost 
of a single rate letter ran from 6c 
for 30 miles to 25c for over +50 
miles. Effective July 1, 1845, the 
rate was 5c for under 300 miles and 
10c for anything over that distance. 
Beginning July 1, 1851, the rate was 
reduced to 3c for 3,000 miles and 5c 
for over that if prepaid; if unpaid the 
rates were 5c and 10c. This accounts 
for the stampless covers found long 
after stamps came into use. Effective 
April 1, 1855, prepayment of postage 
became compulsory. 

However, California had special 
rates. To July 1, 1851, the local rate 
and as far east as Salt Lake City was 
12'%c and 40c further east, paid or 
collect. From that date to July 1, 
1855, 3c locally, 5c if collect, 6c if 
paid to the east and 10c if collect. 
After July 1 the local rate was 3c 
and letters to the east 10c. 


Yesterday’s mail, too, brought a 
request from a foreign dealer for a 
quantity of used U. S. commemora- 
tives with the admonition “please do 
not send stamps which have been 
cancelled with straight or wavy lines. 
I think there should be a law against 
such unsightly cancellations”. I had- 
n't thought of that before but per- 
haps he’s right. Therefore be it re- 
solved that every used postage stamp 
shall be so cancelled as to carry upon 
its face forever the point of origin 
and the date thereof.

‘The issue of a commemorative has 
just been refused by Mr. D. Buser, 
under whose direction the issuing of 
stamps for Switzerland, falls. The 
stamp in question was to have hon- 
ored the anniversary of the Battle of 
Sempach, fought July 9, 1386. It 
was in this battle that the Swiss 
crushed the Austrian nobility so ef- 
fectively and which brought peace 
to Switzerland as a result. Had the 
Swiss lost the battle there probably 
would never have been any Switzer- 
land today. The Society of Phila- 
telists in Lucerne were asked to re- 
quest the Association of Swiss Phila- 
telic Societies to sponsor such a stamp. 
The President of the latter group 
went direct to Mr. Buser and pre- 
sented their request. The reason for 
the refusal was that if sanction for 
such a stamp were given, any other 
society or group of persons would 
have the same right to make similar 
requests and expect them to be grant- 
ed. Collectors probably wish that 
other countries would take similar ac- 
tion, or at least in a modified form.

DEMONETIZING BRITISH STAMPS 


It seems to be the custom in Great 
Britain to change stamps as it is 
obliged to change rulers and when the 
change in stamps is made it has been 
the custom to demonetize the previous 
issue. This however is done in a reg- 
ular manner by serving notice on the 
public so that innocent holders of 
stamps for postal use may have an 
opportunity to trade the old stamps 
for the new and thus avoid loss. 

The question now arises in the 
minds of some of our readers who 
have been putting cash into the Jubi- 
lee issues, as to whether these will be 
demonetized as soon as the new Ed- 
wardian stamps make their appearance 
and if so, will the holders of the Jubi- 
lee stamps suffer loss. 

It seems to us to be a silly thing to 
worry over on the part of the col- 
lector for it is a fact that the values 
of our stamps are adjusted by the sup- 
ply and demand among collectors and 
not by any rules laid down by the 
British Government. 

Should the British Government de- 
monetize and then throw remainders 
on the market there would be just 
cause for worry or complaint, but it 
has not been the custom either of the 
British Government or of its colonies 
to do this, therefore the values are to 
be maintained by the supply and de- 
mand and the market among collect- 
ors.

Had Britain 
taken advantage of this situation the 
Postofice Department could have 
saved itself many pounds by a new 
issue of stamps and a demonetization 
of those issues in use at the 
when its pound was at the bottom.

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
Christian Women of the Stamps 
_ Harry M. Savacool 


CHAPTER XIV 


OMEN as well as men have been conspicuous 
\ \ for their Christian faith and have rendered 

great service to the world. Some of these a 
grateful world has remembered and honored by giving 
them a place on the stamps. The old prejudice that 
women are inferior still persists in some places and 
has kept down the number of women so honored. 
In our modern and more progressive day, however, 
this is passing away and we may expect to see more 
and more great Christian Women on our stamps. In 
the past it has been the great masses of Christian 
women who have done most of the actual work of the 
church, especially the obscure and unpleasant work, 
while the minority of men have held the positions 
of honor and authority. For this reason it is especially 
fitting and proper that those Christian women who, in 
spite of handicaps and prejudices, have come to con- 
spicuous attention should be honored both on the 
stamps and in these chapters. 

The Middle Ages saw many Christians of noble 
birth and great wealth who took Christ’s teachings 
very literally and went out in person to perform deeds 
of mercy with their own hands. Such a person was 
St. Elizabeth of Hungary. Her country in 1932 ob- 
served the 700th anniversary of her death by a stamp 
issue of two designs with two stamps bearing each 
(No. 458-461). The two lower values carry a head 
and shoulders portrait of St. Elizabeth bringing out 
clearly her refined and beautiful face. The two high- 
er values bear a larger design showing a full-length 
portrait of St. Elizabeth ministering to a needy wid- 
ow and her child. 

Elizabeth was the daughter of Andrew II, King 
of Hungary. At the early age of fourteen she was 
married to Louis 1V, Landgrave of Thuringia. She 
devoted her life to religion and to ministering to the 
needy. Her husband opposed her way of living, per- 
haps-in part because of the expense of her charities and 
in part because of her neglect of the usual duties of her 
high station. Legend tells us that one day when she 
was starting out with a large package of bread to 
distribute among the needy her wrathful husband ap- 
prehended her and ordered her to open the package. 
When she opened it the bread had been changed into 
a mass of beautiful red roses. This miracle converted 
Louis and he no longer opposed her Christian activi- 
ties. Soon her husband died and she became regent for 
her three children. The nobles opposed her on the 
grounds that her alms would ruin the finances of the 
state. ‘They succeeded in driving her out and she be- 
came dependent upon charitable relatives. When her 
friends succeeded in gaining control of the govern- 
ment and offered to restore her to the regency she de- 
clined and spent the remainder of her life in seclusion 
ministering to the sick and needy. Such a life of prac- 
tical Christian service and unselfish spirit won im- 
mediate recognition and only four years after her death 
in 1231 she was canonized as a saint. Hungary never 


paid anyone a more highly merited honor than this one 
to St. Elizabeth. 

We call attention to another illustration of a 
Christian woman upon the stamps more on account of 
the interesting story connected with it than for any 
great importance of the woman involved. We refer 
to the Duchess Mathilda of Lorraine of the eleventh 
century. She had much to do with the Orval Abbey 
of Belgium in its early days. “Two sets of special 
postals have been issued by the Belgian govern- 
ment to aid in restoring the Abbey. We will dis- 
cuss these sets in detail in a later chapter. ‘Three of 
the stamps of the Belgian issue of 1928 (No. 408, 409, 
411) bear a picture of Mathilda recovering her ring, 
The legend on which this is based relates that the 
Duchess, while laving her hand in the water of the 
fountain in the Court of Novices (shown on No. 473) 
accidentally lost her wedding ring in the fountain. 
She ardently prayed the Holy Virgin for its recovery 
and a trout bore it to the surface of the water to her 
in his mouth. From this the Abbey was named Orval, 
“val” meaning valley and “or” meaning gold. The 
stamp design shows a very unattractive picture of Ma- 
thilda in a rather peculiar costume for a Duchess. 
It does, however, show plainly the Duchess receiving 
the ring from the mouth of the trout. However his- 
torical this story may be it will add interest to these 
stamps when we make up our pane of Orval Abbey 
issues. 

St. Helena is on the stamps primarily because a 
Portuguese explorer named the island that he discov- 
ered after her and this island in issuing stamps used 
her picture on just one stamp. ‘This little island of 
St. Helena is only +7 square miles in area but is 
well known as being Napoleon’s place of exile. In 
the issue of 1934 the 2sh6p value in carmine and 
black (No. 108) bears a full length portrait of St. 
Helena holding in her arms a cross as tall as herself. 
St. Helena was the wife of the Roman Emperor Con- 
stantius and the mother of Constantine, who is re- 
membered for giving Christianity the official recogni- 
tion of the Roman Empire. She was a Nicomedian 
and perhaps of lowly birth. When Constantius be- 
came Caesar he wanted a wife of higher degree and 
repudiated Helena to marry Theodora. However, her 
son Constantine was warmly attached to her and 
when he had become Emperor and shown his favor to 
Christianity she came under its influence and was 
converted at the age of sixty-four. It was after this 
age that she won the reputation which led to her can- 
onization. 

Hers was not, like so many, a mere political con- 
version but was of the deepest sincerity. So devout 
was she that the thoughts of the many deeds of blood 
of which her emperor son was guilty caused her great 
distress. When she had reached the advanced age of 
seventy-seven she resolved to go on a pilgrimage to 
Palestine in an effort to expiate her sins and also those 
of her son. While there she built at least two church- 
es and is reputed to have discovered the True Cross 
on the site of Calvary. The Cross on the stamp is a 
reminder of this. The Church at Treves claims to 
possess the head of St. Helena and there are some of 
her bones in the Vatican and in other churches.
